neighbors and the great republic on 


other side of the Atlantic, ard while the 
clouds are gathering abroad the internal 
condition of the country is such that only 
the sternest measures of repression can hold 
in check the elements of discontent engen- 
dered by the reactionary measures of Pob- 
yedonostseff, the procurator general of the 
holy synod, and Plehve, the minister of the 
interior.’ 


May Stop Diplomatic Relations. 

The Daily News regards the situation as 
being delicate, but says probably the worst 
that can happen will be a temporary cessa- 
tion of diplomatic relations, and adds: 

“It is suggested the American action is 
due to pique over Russia’s sinuous policy 
in Manchuria. We prefer to believe it in- 
spired by a gentiine sentiment of indigna- 
tion at the Kisheneff horror, especially 
ameng the large and influential Jewish sec- 
tion of the population of the United States. 
That indignation at least has no suggestion 
of insincerity in the president, who has 
shown himself so courageous in attacking 
the beam in his own geople’s eye.” 


Thinks End Has Been Attained. 
The Graphic says it believes that the real 
aim of the American Jews and their friends 
has been amply attained. ‘ No good pur- 


pose,” it adds, “can be servéd by pushing | 


their advantage to extremes. It is certain 
that the proposed action will be resented by 
Russia, and the United States will be ex-

** No petition can possibly add to the know!l- 
edge already conveyed to Russia that the 
barbarous persecutions of the Jews in that 
‘country are calculated to interfere seriously 
with the normal course of Russian interna- 
tional relations. They have already helped 
to destroy the old and friendly relations be- 
tween the United States and Russia, and in 
other countries they have had a like effect. 
If this does not stay the hand of persecution 
nothing that diplomacy cam do will have a 
good effect.’ 


Roosevelt Dictates Reply. 

Washington, D. C., July 2.—(Special.j— 
Official and diplomatic circles were treated 
to a profound sensation today when it be- 
came known positively that the American 
rejoinder issued last night by Acting Secre- 
tary of State Loomis was dictated at Oyster 
Bay by President Roosevelt himself. After 
seeing the Russian announcement yesterday 
it ‘was telegraphed to Washington with in- 
structions to be made public immediately. 

That the president should have taken a 
personal hand in the matter, and refused to 
permit the, Russian semi-official statement 
to the press to go unanswered even over 
night has impressed official Washington 
with the determination of the president to 
forward to St. Petersburg direct the petition 
of the Hebrews of America regardless of 
anything the Russian government may say 
officially or semi-officially. 


Note to Go with Petition. 

At the state department today the im- 
portant fact was learned that the petition 
will be accompanied by a note of transmittal 
asking the Russian government if it will re- 
ceive such a petition and indicating clearly 
its nature. It is of course fully expected that 
both the note of transmittal and the petition 


will be returned to Mr. Riddle, the American 


chargé at St. Petersburg, with the reply 
that Russia cannot receive communications 
from any power concerning her internal af- 
fairs. With this official exchange it is be- 
lieved the incident will close, and President 
Roosevelt, having done all that he said he 
would do, will return the petition to the com- 
mittee of the American Hebrews and inform 
them of the Russian reply. - 

Whatever may have been his thought on 
the subject of the American rejoinder charg- 
ing Russia with anti-American tactics in the 
far east did not prevent Count Cassini, the 
Russian ambassador, from calling at the 
state department today to present Theodore 
Hansen, who will act as chargé d'affaires 
during the ambassador's absence. 

Cassini and Loomis Discuss Affair. 

Neither the ambassador nor Mrs, Loomis, 
the acting secretary of state, was slow to 
take advantage of it. Although entirely in- 
formal and cordial, the discussion Was 
equally frank. Count Cassini informed Mr. 
Loomis the Russian announcement had been 
made necessary by the report published in 
many European newspapers that the Rus- 
sian government, through its ambassador 
at Washington, had offered the American 
government a full explanation of the Kishe- 
neff affair. His government, the ambassa- 
dor declared, did not feel that such a state- 
ment could go uncorrected, and as it ap- 
peared ih the newspapers the correction 
should go through the same channel. 

To this Mr. Loomis acquiesced, but called

HYDE PARK GOES DRY 


vading Water Famine. 


MUSHAM FEARS A BIG FIRE. 


Failure of Police to Enforee Sprinkling 
Law Held Responsible. 


One hundred thousand people of the Hyde 
Park district suffered from a water famine 
yesterday. The pressure in the mains was 
so low that hardly any water could be ob- 
tained above the second story of apartment 
houses, in which the greatest suffering was 
experienced. 

Carelessness and a wanton waste of 75 per 
cent of water throughout the southern sec- 
tion of the city are responsible for the short- 
age. Noreliefisin sight, and the famine will 
continue until the police enforce the ordi- 
nance relating to the sprinkling of lawns 
and the residents and the south parks cease 
to waste water in other ways. 

Property valued at $60,000,000 is imperiled 
by the lack of pressure in the mains, and it 
is said that the insurance companies are 
preparing to cancel many risks. 

“The danger is not to be considered light- 
ly,” said Fire Marshal Musham last night. 
‘‘T hesitate to think what would happen if 
a fire should get a good start down there. 
The buildings, made dry as tinder by this 
spell of hot weather, would be swept away 
like trees before a forest fire. The waste of 
water at such a time should be considered 


criminal. 
periled.”’ 

The distri affected is supplied by the 
Hyde Park pumping station, and extends 
from Thirty-ninth street on the north to 
Sixty-third street on the south. The great- 
est number of complaints come from resi- 
dents west of Cottage Grove avenue, where 
thousands have been deprived of water. The 
shortage is especially marked at Forty-fifth 
street and Vincennes avenue, one of the 
highest spots in the district. C. A. Winston 
was among the first to complain to the su- 
perintendent of water yesterday. 

“tT own a three story, eighteen flat build- 
ing at Fifty-ninth street and Prairie ave- 
nue,” he.said, ‘‘and my tenants could not 
get a drop of water above the second floor. 
Others in the vicinity have the same troubie, 
and have sent me to lay the matter before 
you and see if nothing can be done to stop 
the reckless waste of water.”’ 

H. O. Nourse, the superintendent, said: 

“The supply of water is ample for all or- 
dinary needs. If the police enforced the law 
there would be little trouble. An ordinance 
says that ‘ no one shall use water for sprink- 
ling lawns except from 5 to 7 in the morning 
or 6 to 100’clock in the evening.’ No one pre- 
tends to observe this. I passed a house in the 
Hyde Park district at midnight recently, and 


Many have complained to me that sprinklers 
have been left running night and day.”’ 

If immediate relief is not had, citizens of 
the famine stricken district propose to test 
the law requiring that meters be placed on 
all flat buildings for twelve or more families, 
while those living in small houses have un- 
limited use of the water. 

Chief O’Neill disclaims responsibility for 
the neglect to enforce the ordinance, and in 
the Daily Palice Bulletin tomorrow he will 
publish an ofder that the policemen rigidly 
enforce the ordinance. “ It shall be the duty 
of the police of the city of Chicago, and of 
all persons in the,employ of the city having 
police power, to enforce the law and arrest 
all persons violating the same,”’ he will say. 

“I have repeatedly ordered my men to en- 
force the ordinance,’’ the chief explained. 
“ A warning has generally béen given on the 
occasion of the first offense, but hereafter 
an example will be made of those who waste

WILL ATTEMPT TO STOP SALE 


Health Department Suspicious at Hear- * 


ing of Pittsburg Cases. 


New York, July 2.—[{Special.]—The discov- 
ery of tetanus germs in blank cartridges of- 
fered.for sale in Newark, N. J., has been 
made by Dr. Richard N. Connolly, the bac- 
teriologist of the board of health. An effort 
will be made to prevent their sale. The dis- 
covery is the result of an outbreak of lock- 
jaw in Pittsburg, where fifty cases followed 
a celebration in which firearms were used. 
When informed of it Dr. H. C. Herold, the 
president of the health board, called a spe- 
cial session of that body to take action, and 


if possible enact rules at once to prevent the 


cartridges from reaching the public. 

What action will be taken is not known. 
The police were called in consultation to- 
night and informed of the matter. They 
were asked to induce the dealers to refrain 
from making sales, which, in the event ,of 
accident, might lead to cases of lockjaw. 

When Dr. Herold was seen tonight he said 
he has had suspicions as to the existence of 
bacilli in blank cartridges for some. Mis 
belief was,so strengthened by the outbreak of 
lockjaw in Pittsburg that he decided to have 
Dr. Connolly, an eminent bacteriologist, 
make an imyestigation. 

Dr. William T. Wrightson was astonished 
at the discovery made by Dr. Connelly, 
which he does not doubt in the least. He 
declared that it establishes the fact that 
many lives have been sacrificed because car- 
tridges containing these germs have been 
on sale for years. He said that he would 
use every effort to bring the matter before 
the law department of the city. 

Several deaths from lockjaw have followed 
fourth of July celebrations in this city for 
years past, and it is the opinion of physicians 
that the disease bearing cartridges have been 
sold here for a long time.

t Terror at Kellogg Plant. 

At the Kellogg Switchboard plant the fous 
assaults that marked yesterday’s and 
Wednesday night's reign of terror took place 
within two blocks of the works and almost 
within hailing distance of the eighteen polioe« 
men and ten special detectives who are tg 
ing to guard the nonunion employés d 
quell disturbances. All occurred at the hous 
for closing down the machines, when the 
firm most relies on police protection. 

The attack on Glant, the only one of the 
four of which the details have become fully 
public, is typical of the methods used by tha 


unions tn carrying on the strike against the — 


firm. He was pointed out to Imported slug< 
gers by men who have worked in the plant, 
followed for a few blocks, attacked from be< 
hind, and left bleeding and senseless on tha 
sidewalk. 

Glant did not leave the office until 6 o'clock 
Wednesday evening, when the front door 
had been locked, the other employés ha 
gone home. He had been acting as time- 
keeper for the nonunion men, although 
cashier, and the strikers were particularily 
bitter against him. 

In company with Henry Duck, 1323 Halsted 
street, who is a foreman in the machine shop, 
the young man started towards his resi< 
dence at 393 West Taylor street: He per- 
ceived that he was being followed, four men 
walking behind him down Congress street 
and four keeping abreast of the party on the 
opposite side. 

How Glant Was Beaten. 

When Glant and his* companion reached 
Harrison and Halsted streets the men follow- 
ing them rushed forward, two carrying “ bDil- 
lies’ in their hands. Duck ran west in Har 
rison street and was not pursued. The near. 
est of the assailants ran forward and struck 
Glant on the head as he turned to run. 

The young man was dazed by the blowand 
could not protect himself. He sank almost 
unconscious to the growmnd, but as he fell an- 
other of his assailants hit him in the face 
with brass knuckles, — blow cut a gash 
in Glant’s cheek, but@even then the thugs 
stopped long enough to kick the prostrate 
body before they fled. 

Leaving the cashier severely injured the 
eight men who had taken part in the assault 
ran south in Halsted street. The police have 
been searching for them without success, 

Crowds were returning from work at the 
time of the assault, but the thugs attacked 
Glant so quickly that they were gone before 
most- of the spectators realized what had 
happened. When at last they did see, tf ey 
led an excited chase after the assailants, 
gaining sight of them once when near Taylor 
street, but abandoning the pursuit when 
they lost the trail of the men, who had sep- 
arated when further south and run fn several 
ways. 

Victim Tells of the Attack. 

Bystanders assisted.Glant to a drug store, 
where his wounds were dressed. He was 
found to be so badly injured that he cannot 
work for some time. When seen at his house 
last night he said: 

“Thad been warned that if 1 staid with the 
Kellogg company I would be * done up’ by 
the strikers. I received a letter a few days 
ago, notifying me that ff I persisted in tak- 
ing the time of nonunion men 1 would be 
‘ whipped within aninch of my life.” Several 
of the office force and shop employés have 


_received similar warnings; in fact, some of 


those beaten had been warned as I was. 

“TI disregarded the hote, which was un 
signed, and the assault was the result. I dg 
not feel safe anywhere now, for I know that 
if I go back to work I shall be beaten again, 
The men who followed me are watclfiing alf 
the time, for they have followed others, i¢ 
the descriptions given me by workmen ara 
accurate. 

“I believe the strikers have hired a band 
of thugs to do their work. The terms of the 
injunction prevent the workmen formerly 
employed by the Kellogg company from 
loitering about the factory, but the substi. 
tutes do so with impunity, keeping a block or 
two away, but following every one who leaves 
the factory. 

“They will not attack any one unless they 
know him to bean employé. The men in the 
factory believe the pickets have a vantage 
point from which they may make themselves 
familiar with the appearance of the men in- 
side the works. Then they wait a block os 
two away until the workman starts home and 
follow him until they are in some p oud 
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“If we are given sufficient police pro-

It will be to the everlasting disgrace of Chi- 
cago, for it will tell the world that it is im- 
possible for manufacturers to do business 
here. The trouble will come probably when 
we attempt to move the goods that have 
accumulated in the factory since the team- 
sters went out last Wednesday in de- 
fiance of their contract. The teamsters 
claimed that when the Federation of Labor 
approved the strike that released them from 
‘their agreement. It seems to me that an 
agreement between an employer and his em- 
ployés is only held binding on the employer. 


Worst in Recent Years. 

“There has been trouble continually. The 
statement that has been made that this 
- gtrike has been marked by more violence 
than any other of recent years is entirely 
correct. We have been obliged to have not 
less than ten detectives daily to escort the 
men and giris to and from their work, and 
in addition it has been frequently necessary 
to detail policemen to disperse the strikers 
who have gathered on the corners. The 
trouble has been aggravated in the last two 
weeks, and has culminated with this assault 
on our cashier. 

“The unions have acted in‘an arbitrary 
manner through the entire controversy sim- 
ply because we would not coerce our men into 
joining their organizations. When the 
strike was threatened the unions insisted on 
our discharge of from 100 to 200 of our best 
men because they were,not union men. We 
refused. Some of these men had been in our 
employ for years, and it would have been 
manifestly unfatr for us to have coerced 

em into joining the unions. There was no | 
controversy regarding wages or hours, and 
the light and sanitary arrangements of the 
Factory could not be improved. Clarence 8. 
Darrow told the men in my presence that 
they were not justified in striking, especially 
the teamsters, who violated their agree-

Wo Just Cause for Strike. 


General Supt. Miller also discussed the 
strike. Said he: 

“Barly in the controversy several com- 
- mitbees came to me, and I was always care- 
ful to usk them if they had any complaints 
regarding. wages, hours, or general condi- 
‘tions. They invariably answered in the neg- 
ative. From the time the factory was 
moved to Chicago, four years ago, there has 
Seen a conscientious effort not to afford any 
cause for complaint, and none arose until the 
demand was made for the discharge of our 
nonunion workmen. We took the position 
then, as we do now, that we had a right to 
employ whomsoever we chose. We had no 
objection to the men joining the unfon, but 
we did not propose to force them into join-, 
ing, a8 was suggested to us by the union 
: ittes. I told the last committee 
that visited me that if they wished to infiu- 
ence the nonunton men to join them they 
could. @o go, but not during working hours. 
When they asked me to use my personal in- 
fluence with the men I refused, because I did 
not care whether they belonged to the union 
or not.

MAY SPREAD WAR ON PACKERS. 


Carpenters Threaten to Order Strike at 
All Plants in the West if Denied 
Their Demands. 


Unless the packers grant the striking car- 
penters their wage and hour demands a 
general walkout will be ordered of all car- 
penters employed in the packing houses of 
the west, as the men are determined to win 
their battle for union recognition and union 
wages. 

The intérnationgl officers of the Brother- 
hood of Carpenters and Joiners have taken 
an interest in the local strike and President 
Huber is expected to arrive in Chicago and 
assume control. The cities in which the 
carpenters threaten to call sympathetic 
strikes are East St. Louis, Omaha, Sioux, 
City, Kansas City, and St. Joseph, Mo. 

These carpenters are known as‘ corpora- 
tion. men.” They are engaged chiefiy in 
making repairs. In the past they have been 
paid from 25 to 30 cents an hour. They at 
first demanded that this be raised to 27% 
cents for repair and 50 cents for new work. 
When this was refused they made a flat de- 
mand for 50 cents an hour. The Hammond 
and the Schwarzschild & Sulzberger com- 
‘panies are anxious to make individual agree- 
ments, but the,men will not consent. 


Alarmed by Union Rows. 


Jurisdictional controversies caused a gen- 
eral feeling of alarm in the local labor move- 
ment yesterday. The most important of 
these is that between the building laborers 
and the carpenters over the right to erect 
false work. The next in line is a struggle 
between two unions of painters. Coupled 
with these comes strife between the steam- 
fitters and plumbers over the right to con- 
trol the steamfitters. 

The situation has become go serious that 
the contractors are trying to enter the field 
and prevent a gemeral war. The new arbi- 
tration board that the building trade unions 
and the Contractors’ association are to form 
will take up such disputes, but fear is ex- 
pressed that it will not be in the field soon 
enough. 

Preparations have been made by the build- 
ing laborers to strike at every structure 
where the carpenters are putting up scaf- 
folding and false work. The first new fight 
along this Hne probably will take place on 
the Chicago postoffice when thesuperintend- 
ent there orders the carpenters to erect the 
ecaffolds in the interior of the dome. 

The row between the painters will be sub-: 
mitted to the executive board of the Chicago 
Federation of.Labor, and by it. to the same 
body of the American federation. If a satis- 
factory adjustment is not reached one of the 
two warring unions intends to declare a 
sirike in an effort to force the other out of 
existence. ; 

Retail Clerks Gain a Point. 

The retail clerks of the north side won a 
substantial concession from their employers 
by getting them to reduce the working day 
in all the grocery stores of that section of the 
city. The clerks will not have to report for 
work hereafter until 7 a. m., and will be re- 
lieved at-6:30 p. m. In the past they have 
been detained as late as 10 and even 11 p. m. 


Curran Begins to Weaken. 

J. Curran partly withdrew his 
pickets from the freight sheds of the Alton 
railroad. The fist fights and brawie that 
marked the course of the strike on Wednes- 
day frightened him and he decided to stop his 
quarrel with the teamsters. The freight 
handlers acknowledge they are beaten, and 
powerful influence will be brought to bear 
on the “ redoubtable Larry" to get him to 
ask the company to reinstate the strikers and 
discharge the men who have taken their 
places. 

The restaurant keepers of the city have 
formed a permanent organization.

The course over which the men passed was 
in two irregular triangles set together to 
form an eccentric figure 8.

The loops were covered with 
the bases line between them seven times, 
making a total of 868 miles 765 yards. The 
winner was the man who covered the course 
in the shortest time. This was figured by 
deducting from the total time of each car 
the time consumed in passing through the 
towns where controls were established and 
reduced speed was imposed. 


The cars started one at a time from Bal-*@ 
ily Shannon crossroads, near old Kilcullen. 


Winton was unable to start at the proper 
time owing to trouble with his machine, 
but finally got his carburetor set right and 
started at 8:50. Winton reached the Athy 
control at 9:54, losing thirty-five minutes 
because of dirt in his gasoline clogging the 
inlet of his carburetor. : 


Racers Get Down to Work. 


The race was soon going at full stride, with 
all the contestants holding their own in re- 
markable style except the Americans, who 
had bad luck. 

Winton changed places with Owen, and 
started eleventh instead of third. Owen him- 
self was overtaken at lightning speed by the 
Belgian professional, Jenatzy. 


Sprint by Foxhall Keene. 


Foxhall Keene shot through in magnificent 
fashion, covering a flying milein :33. Edge 
of the English team, and last year’s winner 
of the cup, finished the first round just 
about 10 o’clock, and seemed to be holding 
bis own. A cool breeze anda gray sky made 
the conditions for the race favorable, al- 
though the dust was still trying. 

At 11:26 De Knyff, on a French Panhard, 
shot past the pogt, entering the third loop 
and leading the race. He had covered 150 
miles, and had passed Edge, who’was the 
cnly English candidate left in the race, which 
had become a Franco-German struggle and 
was being fought out on Irish roads. The 
German Mercedes cars and the French Pane 
bards were the only machines in the race 
which had not had mishaps of any kind. 
Gabriel of the French team did fairly well 
with his Mors car. 


Jenatzy Makes Gains. 
De Knyff completed his fourth circuit at 
1:05 p. m. and was driving in determined 


fashion. At the end of the rd circuit 
Jenatzy was leading by two minytes from De 
Knyff and at the end of the fourth he looked 


like a winner. Gabriel at that time was third 
and improving his position, as neither Mooers 
nor Winton had then completed their second 
round and were virtually out of the race, and 
Owen had not finished his third round, which 
left him a poor chance. 


On the first round Foxhall Keene had the 


best gross time, 1 hourand 23 minutes. After 
that Jenatzy did each round faster than any 
other of the racers. 

Keene rushed through on entering. the 
fourth circuit at 12:54. At that hour he had 
been riding 4:37 elapsed time from the start. 
Then the weather became disagreeable, the 
sky became increasingly overcast and cold 
showers set in. i 

About 1 o'clock Foxhall Keene twisted his 
axle slightly, near Monasterevin, but went 
on. 

The best time on the third loop was made 
by Jenatzy in 1:17:45» Knyff made it in 
1:18:57, and De Catersin1:19:01.

He threw up both hands 
in glee and saluted the cheering crowds with 
frank delight... After his machine had been 
weighed and examined by the commission he 
rushed to the telegraph tent to send off dis- 
patches, and on coming out of the tent threw 
a complete somersault. This is the second 
time he has raced for the cup. 


Public Behaves Well. 


The credit for the success of the race as 
a spectacle is due to the general public, 
who were most willing to-conform to regu- 
lations. The only accidents were due to 
the drivers themselves and they were not 
really serious. The fact that Jenatzy’s three 
journeys over the smaller circuit came with- 
in three minutes of each other is evidence of 
the mastery of the course of that cool and 
determined driver. 

The narrowness of the roads did not pre- 
vent a gaining driver-from passing his leader, 
as all three of the first finishers managed to 
pass Edge while going at racing pace. Even 
the American cars did not suffer by collision 
though at times they bounced about the 


road like rubber balls. | 


Next year the championship must be de- 
cided on German roads.

LONDON, July 2.—Lord Rosebery took up 
the tariff question unexpectedly in the house 
of lords this afternoon and in the course ofa 
long speech he ridiculed Chamberlain's pro<- 
gram. He said he did not believe the gov- 
ernment intended to prosecute any inquiry 
in the matter an@made a further request for 
information regarding the cabinet’s plans. 

The allegations that such an inquiry was 
being made, said Lord oRsebery, were mere- 
ly a-cloak to screen the irreconcilable differ- 
ences between the colonial secretary and the 
other members of the cabinet, and he de- 
manded to know whether the inquiry would 
be definite and organized, whether it would 
be individual or collective, and whether the 
results would be published. 

The duke of Devonshire, lord president of 
the council, said it was impossible now to 
give the exact scope of the inquiry. Several 
heads had been suggested by Mr. Chamber- 
lain and Mr. Balfour. The government had 
determined that the inquiry should be full 
and satisfactory. 

His lordship declined to enter further upon 
the subject without a more explicit and 
longer notice than Lord Rosebery had seen 
fit to give in precipitating today’s discussion. 
He could say that the position of the govern- 
ment at present was in a measure different 
from that of Mr. Chamberlain, but they did 
not conflict. The whole cabinet had agreed 
that the time was ripe for an investigation 
of the possibilities of a closer fiscal union 
with the colonies.

HARVARD BOYS BEAT THEIR WAY 
TO KANSAS CITY. 


They Besiege the Free Labor Bureau 
for Harvest Jobs After They Had 
Made the Journey from Boston — 
Twelve in the Party Are Believed 
to Be the Sons of Rich Parents — 
Farmers at the Trains in Search of 
Harvest Hands, . | 


Kansas City, Mo., July 2.—(Special.J— 
When the doors of the state free labor bureau 
office were opened for business today the van 
of the crowd of applicants was made up of 4 
party of college athletes. They came with 
@ rush in mass formation, and tackled the 
man who. gives the application blanks. 

There were twelve men in theparty. They 
were all Bostonians, students at Harvard, 
and sons of wealthy men. They were trav- 
eling incognito, and a clothes and 
battered hats. They had bummed their way 
to Kansas City with plenty of money in their 
peckets. They spoke freely of everything 
except their identities. On this subject they 
kept mum. 


Beat Their Way on Trains, 

“ We harvest wheat, drive wagons, carry 
water, eat bacon and corn bread with the reat 
ofthem. We beat our way here on freights, 
leaving Boston early last week. We have 
had a pretty good trip. We got put off the 
trains once or twice, but usually the 
*‘brakies’ permitted us to ride on condition 
that we help load coal into the box. This 
Was easy. 

“You see, we have never been out west 
before, and when we saw that Kansas was 
howling for men we got up a party and de- 
cided to come out here. “We shall not stay in 
the wheat flelds all the time, but shall rove 
around a bit and see what the beautiful west 
looks like.’’ 

When the college boys had left Supt. Jami- 
son was called out of the office by a woman. 
She wanted to go to the harvest district as a 
cook and had a letter of recommendation 
from a banker at Larned, Kas. Mr. Jamison 
had to refuse her. 


Farmers Meet All Trains, 

Great Bend, Kas., July 2.—The harvest is 
about ready to start in full blast now in 
the county and considerable fear is expressed 
that there will be a shortage of harvest 
hands. The farmers have been hiring men 
for $2 a day and the most of them have 
their crews, but something like 300 men are 
still needed at this point, and they will be 


p paid $2 to $2.50 a day. Every train is now 


met by farmers, who go through, asking all 
the men passengers if they want jobs in 
the harvest fields. The farmers farther west 
are those who are suffering principally from 
the lack of hands and they are utilizing 
many methods to obtain them. 

Last night’s Santa Fé train was met here 
by farmers of this county, who tried to 
engage hands, but were unsuccessful. They 
found one of the car doors locked. In this 
car were some twenty or thirty men whom 
farmers from Larned had hired on the 
train farther east and who locked them in 
to keep them from leaving before they 
reached their destination. 

At Alden, Raymond, and other little towns 
along the line the farmers met all the trains 
and are offering extraordinary prices. With 
300 needed here it is safe to say that 1,000 
more men are needed in this section of the 
state. They will receive big wages. 


SPRECKELS MAKES SMOKE 
NUISANCE A-COSTLY ONE. 


Forces Rivals to Buy at a Profit of 
Over $2,000,000. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 2.—[Special. ]— 
Claus Spreckels, who has made $4U,000,000 by 
his twénty years‘ monopoly of sugar refining 
on this coast, has just added $6,000,000 to his 
fortune by the saie of the Independent Gas 
and Electric company, which he. started six 
years ago to feed a personal grudge. At 
that time Spreckels had just finished a new 
office building, which still remains the most 
handsome structure in the city. 

Not a half block away the San Francisco 
Gas and Electric company built a big power 
plant with a tall chimney which belched 
smoke and soot all day. Trade winds from 
the ocean caused this smoke to be carried 
directly against Spreckels’ building, and his 
‘tenants made bitter complaint. Spreckels 
wrote to President Joseph Crocket of the gas 
company, asking that the nuisance be 
abated, but Crockett paid no attention. 
Meeting Crockett soon after at the Pacific 
Union club, Spreckels said: 

** How about that smoke, Joe?’”’ 

Crockett felt ugly and snapped out: “ This 
is no place to talk business,” and turned on 
his heel. ; 

Spreckels ‘has a hot temper, and the next 
day he set about organizing the Independent 
Gas and Electric company. Crockett laughed, 
‘but the joke didn’t amuge him long, for soon 
Spreckels forced down the price of gas. It 
dropped from $2 to 50 cents, and power rates 
were cut accordingly. So Crockett’s com- 
pany finally had to accept Spreckels’ terms 
and pay him six millions for his plant, which 
didn’t cost over four mijlions. |

ment. 


The despised carette and its decrepit horses 
that once tottered up and down Rush street

and those take off will be remodeled and

OBITUARY. 


GEORGE 8S. MORRISON, one of the most 
prominent civil engineers of this country 
and formerly of Chicago, died Wednesday 
night in New York of nephritis after an ill- 
ness of five weeks. He was born in New 
Bedford, Mass., in 1842, and received his edu- 
cation at Phillips Exeter academy and Har- 
vard college. In 1867 he became one of the 
engineers of the Kansas City bridge over 
the Missouri, and from that time on he made 
the building of bridges his speciality. In 
1887 he came to Chicago and associated him- 
self with E. L. Corthell. He designed and 
built several important bridges over the 
Mississippi, Missouri, Ohio, and other large 
rivers. He was appointed a member of the 
isthmian canal commission by President Mc- 
Kinley in 1888. Five years ago he left Chicago 
and made New York his headquarters, Mr. 
Morrison was a member of the American So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers and for several years 
its president; also a member of the Western 
Society of Engineers, the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers, the Institution of 
Civil Engineers of London, and other similar 
organizations. He was unmarried. 

GEORGE WAIT, Waukegan, an old resi- 
dent, a prominent democrat, and ex-repre- 
sentative, died on Wednesday. He was 63 
years old, was a veteran of the civil war, 
and had held numerous official positions.

BOARD OF TRADE 
INQUIRY TODAY. 


Grand Jury, at Last Moment, 
Decides to Take Up Case — 
Against Brokers. 


| COMES AS A SURPRISE. 


Said That Accused Men Had EF:

The officers and directors of the board 
trade, and the members of several firms d 
ing business on the board, were surprised 
last evening to learn that they had be 
slated for a grand jury investigation today 

The inquiry will be based on charges ma 
against them on June 2, before Justice Thom- 
as Bradwell, by Wiliam E, Lambert and 
Warren J. Anderson. The charge against 
the brokers is operating bucket shops and 
dealing in “ pute and calls,’ while the di- 
rectors of the board are charged with leas- 
ing offices to the brokers, knowing the natuge 
cf the business that was_tq be carried on 
there. 

Until yesterday the defendants believed 
that the cases would be put over for the July 
grand jury. They were brought to a reali- 
zation of their troubles, however, when they 
learned that subpcenas had been issued for 
the witmesses to appear before the jury to- 
day. The cages have been on the docket of 
the present jury since the opening of its ses- 
sion, but the large amount of business before 
the body caused the belief that they could 
not be taken up. 

Allege a Fight for Delay. 

That the traders had reason to believe they 
might fare better with the July jury than 
with the present body is an allegation made 
by persons interested in the prosecution, and 
coupled with it is the claim that efforts were 
made by representatives of the defendants 
to have the hearing of the charges delayed.

Prosecution Follows a Raid. 

The complaints against the board of trade 
men were made shortly after the raid om the 
offices of George T. Sullivan, the bucket shop 
operator, and as Lambert and Anderson 
were connected with the Sullivan concern 
the impression was general that the prosecu- 
tion was a matter of retaliation on the part 
of Sullivan and his associates. 

A raid of the board of trade had been 
planned, but that was frustrated, and the 
defendants, going before the justice, waived 
a preliminary hearing, thus putting the mat- 
ter up to the grand jury. : 

The grand jury closes its session this even- 
ing, and it was hinted among members of 
the board last evening that the persons back 
of the prosecution hoped in the rush of the 
closing hours of the jury to force through 
indictments. 

In regard to this one of the members of the 
state’s attorney’s staff said last evening: 

‘‘ The cases were on the docket for this ses- 
‘sion and had to be disposed of by this jury. 
The jury could either take up the investiga- 
tion of them or could pass them to the next 
grand jury. What the jury does with its 
docket is a matter wholly within its own dis- 
cretion. If, as reported, subpcenas were sent 
out for the witnesses, it is probable that the 
jury believed the cases should be disposed 
of at once.” 


POSTAL DEFICIENCY $4.617,203 


Big Increase Over Last Year Attributed 
to Enormous Expenditures for 
Rural Free Delivery. 


Washington, D. C., July 2.—Capt. Castle, 
the auditor of the treasury for the postoftiice 
department, today made the official estimate 
that the postal deficiency for the fiscal year 
just closed will be $4,617,203. The deficit for 
the ‘previous fiscal year was $2,961,170. This 
big gain is attributed to the enormous in- 
crease in expenditures for the rural free de- 
livery service during the last year. The re- 
ceipts of the postal service for the year were 
$134,268,609 and the expenditures $138,885,812. 
The deficiency in the free delivery service is 
not yet definitely known, beyond the esti- 
mate made weeks ago by the postmaster gen- 
eral that it would be $227,000 by the close of 
the fiscal year. The deficiency, hqwever, 
may prove considerably larger than that 
figure. Postmaster General Payne, accom- 
{ panied by Mrs. Payne, has gone to the 
Catskills. 


RAT UNEARTHS POSTAL STEAL. 


Big Rodent Leads Inspectors to Stolen 
Registered Letters and Causes | 
; Arrest of Two Men. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 2.—[Special.]—As 
the result of a chase after a rat at Seventh 
and Filbert streets evidence has been se- 
cured which led the United States postal in- 
spectors to engage in a hunt after three men 
suspected of stealing valuable registered let- 
ters from the mails. The rodent escaped, 
but the two men, Bertram Laycock and his 
brother, Albert Laycock of 3326 Filbert. 
street, were less fortunate and fell into thé 
trap set for them. Much importance is at- 
tached by postal inspectors to the capture 
of the cocks, owing to the amount of 
valuable mail they handled every day.

PAY ROLLS UNDER INOUIRY 


FRAUDS ARE ALLEGED IN THE 
THIRD WARD. 


Said That Teaming Lists Have Been 
Staffed and That the City Has Been 
' Paying for Work Which Remains 
Undone—Business Men’s Association 
Is Conducting the Investigation— 
Advice Is Given by State’s Attorney 


-From the modest work of seeing to it that 
the streets and alleys of the ward were kept 
clean, the Business Men's association of the 
Third ward has branched out into an investi- 
gation of city hall pay rolls. Already dis- 
coveries have been made of alleged irregular- 
ities which promise interesting developments 
and a possible grand jury inquiry. 

One of the “ leads’’ on which a commit- 
tee of the club is working is the apparent 
*‘ stuffing”’ of the Third ward teaming pay 
rolls, in connection with the street cleaning 
department. A statement made by one of 
the investigators was that an investigation 
of a pay roll of about twenty-two names of 
teamsters showed, so far as the investigator 
was able to discover, that six of the men were 
drawing pay for work they did not do. 


Hard Workers—on Pay Roll. 


very name on the roll, it is alleged, was 
credited with six days’ work a week, for 
which the team owner is paid $4.50 a day. 
The investigator was informed by those 
familiar with the work that as a rule the 
teams do not put in more than five days 
each week. That addresses of the team- 
sters are fictitious is another discovery 
which the investigators claim to have made, 


perfected, have been laid before State's At- 
torney Deneen, and the members were in- 
structed what evidence would be necessary 
to support charges against any one, because 
of the seeming irregularities, and what would 
have to be proved in order to support the 
charges. With these instructions fora guide 
the committee is endeavoring to dccomplish 
its present purpose of exposing whatever 
frauds may exist. : 

While a number of the committeemen are 
content with limiting the investigation to 
the Third ward pay rolls, others wish to 
broaden the inquiry into the pay rolls of all 


wards. 
Will Expose All Frauds.. 

‘“‘The committees are at work,” said Pres- 
ident J. H. Fitch of 3738 Cottage Grove ave- 
nue. ‘‘ When the matter is in shape it will 
be reported to the association, and if there 
is evidence of fraud it will be taken before 
Mr. Deneen. As yet we are not in a position 
to tell just what has been done. There 
probably will be little done further until 
after the fourth of July holiday.”’ 

Other members of the committees engaged 
in the work are Louls-E. Hamburg, 3735 Cot- 
tage Grove avenue; the Rev. W. W. Wilson, 
pastor of St. Mark’s Episcopal church; and 
Patrick D. Tyrrell, 3740 State street, a for- 
mer city employé, who is familiar with the 
operation of the street cleaning department. 

** We believe we have evidence which will 
show systematic stuffing of the city pay rolis 
for the benefit of politicians and intend to 
push the matter,’ said Mr. Hamburg last 
night. ‘“‘A number of fictitious names have 
been found on the rolls and several other ir- 
regularities have been found,”’

said to have been secured by the committee- 
men when they undertook to ascertain why 
it was that the streets and alleys of the 
ward were not kept in better condition.

CLERKS DELAY GRAND JURY

**I cannot allow our clients to testify while 
the contempt charges are pending before 
Judge Carter,’’ said the lawyers. 

Well, let them tell that to the grand jury,” 
said Mr. Barnes, and the witnesses were at 
once called before the investigators.

Already three deaths, directly traceable to 
the storm, have been reported and many

persons caught in the fury of the wind were 


injured. At one time the gale blew at the 
rate of seventy-two miles an hour in the 
upper part of New York, according to the 
weather bureau. Many places were struck 
by lighthing, which played continuously for 
an hour or more. 

A great section of the Manhattan field 
fence was blown down, and there was almost 
a panic among the thousand men and women 
who had gathered at the Polo grounds ad- 
joining to witness the New York-St. Louis 
game. The Polo grounds were flooded with 
a foot of water, the game was off, and the 
attention of the officials and police was di- 
rected to getting the half panic stricken base- 
ball enthusiasts to a place of safety. 

Fannie Kinsler, a 6 year old child, fright- 
ened by the storm and blinded by the rain, 
ran directly under a swiftly moving wagon 
and was killed instantly. 

John Dominick, a dock laborer, was 
knocked into the East river by a plank which 
had been picked up by the wind and was 
drowned. 

The wind swept the embers-of a bonfire, 
kindled by a number of boys, over the pina- 
fore of 3 year old Clarence Hadden, and he 
was burned to death.

Philadelphia, Pa. July 2~—The torrid 
weather which set in yesterday continues 
the thermometer reaching a maximum of 
95° at 3:30 this afternoon. Two deaths and 
more than thirty prostrations due to the heat 
were reported by the police.

WHAT CAN CERETTI DO? 

The Boston Advertiser cites a case of 
labor union dictation of an unusual char- 
acter. There is a granite cutter by the 
name of Ceretti in Montpelier, Vt., who 
has been employing fourteen men in his 
place. Recently he was so rushed with 
orders that_he went into his own shed and 
began helping out by sharpening the tools 
in use. His fourteen men are members of 
the granite cutters’ union. Ceretti is not 
a member, having been refused admission 
because of some technicality. The black- 
smiths’ union glaims the monopoly of tool 
sharpening and so notified the fourteen 
men, who promptly struck because Ceretti, 
a nonunion man, was working with them. 


‘Ceretti could not get any one else to sharp- 


en the tools during the rush orders and 
he could not discharge himself so the four- 
teen struck. 
-@eretti has still other troubles. He is 
a member of the Employers’ association. 
This association has joined the unions in 
an agreement not to employ nonunion men. 
Thus -he is doubly estopped from workiug 
for himself. In either case he would an- 
tagonize one or the other. Of course, he 
might find an escape from his dilemma 
if he joined the granite cutters’ ution, but 
they* will not have him. “He cannot join 
the blacksmiths’ union and thus get a 
thance to sharpen his own tool in his 
Own shop because he is not a blacksmith.

TRACTION FINANCIERING. 

Tre Trisune has commented on the 
failure of the City railway company to 
make the proper yearly allowance of 5 or 6 
per cent for depreciation of plant. It has 
written off a comparatively trifling amount. 
That traction company has managed its 
finances better than other Chicago com- 
panies in the same business, but it has not 
managed them as it should have done, Mr. 
Louis A. Lamb has this to say in the Daily 
News about the financiering of the traction 
companies: 

Instead of doing as the eminently successful 
interstate carriers have done for years—instead 
of deferring dividends that surplus earnings 
might be put back into the properties, that exces- 
cessive construction accounts might be written 
down to the actual! value of the plants and capital 
assets, and that the reads might be brought to 
their highest efficiency—the managers of the Chi- 
cago street railways have with surprising unan- 


imity declared and paid dividende at rates and in 
amounts far in excess of what should have been 


railway administration. If they had been wise 
enough to follow the classic principle that patents 
and other franchises ag well as physical proper- 
ties should be written down at a rete fast enough 
to extinguish them as assets at the time of thei 
natural expiration, the companies would now be 
in a much more comfortable position. 

The policy of the men iy control of the 
City railway has been to make hay when 
the sun shone—to collect 12 or 9 per cent 
dividends during the lifetime of their Brant 
and to trust to the good nature or the open- 
ness to persuasion of the council for an 
extension of their grant, and a continuance 
of excessive dividends. If the company 
had paid smaller dividends and had set 
aside yearly a proper sum as a sinking 
fund ‘it would have on hand enough cash 
to enable it after selling at a fair value 
the tangible assets to pay back and more 
than pay back to the stockholders that 
$18,000,000 which they say they have put 
into the road. | 

If the conipany had been heedful of the 
future and had set aside yearly a respec- 
table part of its earnings there would be 
no occasion for the issue of so much new 
stock in order to get the money with which 
to make improvements which must be made 
if the people are to have good service. The 
money would be on hand ready for use. 

Two years ago the company added 
$4,500,000 to its capitalization to pay off 
414 per cent bonds for a slightly larger 
‘sum which came due at that time. The 
bonds were issued in 1887., If proper pro- 
vision had been made for a sinking fund 
it would not have been necessary to issue 
stock paying 9 per cent dividends to pay 
the bonds off, and the capitalization of the 
road would have been $13,500,000 instead 
‘of $18,000,000. | 
_ The errors in financiering, due to a de- 
sire for large. dividends, of the men who 
have controlled the City railway company 
have been gross and palpable. The stock- 
holders wish vow to take advantage of 
their own wrong. They wish the city to 
renounce the compensation it is entitled 
to because the company has paid out in 
dividends money which should have been 
reserved for other purposes. That is an 
unfair contention which cannot be main- 
tained in all fairness to both sides. |

GREAT HORSE RACING. 
The present meeting at the Washington 
park club will go into sporting histor? as 
the greatest race meeting ever held in the 
Unjted States up to this time. 

The first day’s racing was June 20, Derby 
day, when The Picket won the great stake 
before 70,000 people in the fastest time it 
was ever run—2:33. A week later, before 


- 80,000 people, the wonderful McChesney, 


earrying 129 pounds, 
Washington park prize, the Oak wood handi- 
cap, one and one-eighth miles, in the fastest 
time ever made for the event—1:513-5. . 
The same day the colt’ Six Shooter jwon a 
race at a mile and twenty yards, equaling 
the world’s record for the distance, 1:40, 
whfch was made by “ sweet Maid Marian ” 


captured another 


_at the same track in the world’s fair year. 


On Tuesday the colt Dick Welles pan 
three-quarters of a mile in 1:11 4-5, breaking 
all records for the distance. His race was 
all the more extraordinary because he got 
a poor start, which turf experts reckon cost 
him nearly a second in addition to his actual] 
running time. Three-quarter mile races 
are favorites, and probably on the average 
at least four races a day are run on standard 
tracks in the country for every day in the 
year, not counting Sundays. On that basis 
there have been about 25,104 professional 
horse running races at six furlongs in the 
country in the last twenty years, Those 
people who last Tuesday at Washington 
park saw the most successful of 25,104 at- 
tempts won by Dick Welles, from a losing 
start by a nose in a whipping finish, saw a 
horse race. 

But the story is not all tojd. The day 
after Dick Welles’ extraordimary perform- 
ance two more world’s records went. Alan- 


,a-Dale ran a mile in 1:37 3-5, breaking all 


records for circular courses by one-titth of 
a second. There have been nearly as many 
races at a mile in the country as at three- 
quarters of a mile, and the merit of Alan-a- 
Dale’s performance from the horsemen’s 
point of view is.great. Shortly afterwards 
Rag Tag ran fifteen-sixteenths of a mile in 
1:32 1-5, also breaking all records, 
Thus with the Washington park meeting 
less than half over, there have heen*three 
‘world’s records broken and one equaled, 
Before the meeting is over, more records 
will probably go.- The spectators would 
enjoy seeing the club offer a few long dis- 
tance events, for with the track, the horses,

that more old records could be wiped out.

OODWOOD HOUSE will be closed 
during the Goodwood week this year, 
and for the first time in the memory 
of the present generation there will 
be no house party during the race 

week. The reason given is that the duke of 

Richmond, being now over 85 years of age, 
is no longer equal to the fatigue of enter- 
taining a large number of guests, and will 
be in Scotland during the races. Butthef 
of the matter is that the duke and the ki 
do not hit it off well together and that, while 
Edward VII. was disposed to make all sorts 
of concessions to the duke and to humor his 
whims when he himself was still a relatively 
young man and merely heir apparent, he no 
longer feels so disposed now that he Is king 
and has ome himself what most people 
would describe as an old man. 

In the past there have been several unpleas- 
antnesses between the king and the d on 
the subject of playing cards at Goodweid—a 
pastime to which the duke objected—and also 
with regard to the selection of guests, the 
duke taking exception to the names of some 
of those whom Edward wished to be asked 
to meet him. Indeed, on one occasion while 
still prince of Wales the king declined at the 
last moment to stay at Goodwood @uring the 
race week, became the guest of Mr. and Mrs. 
Willie James at West Dean Park, close by, 
and allowed the royal family to be repre- 
sented at Goodwood house during the race 
week by, his son and daughter-in-law. 

The duke is a fine specimen of the old Eng- 
lish vobleman and territorial magnate, and 
remains on record as having been the only 
one of her subjects whom Queen Victoria 
would allow to expostulate with.her, and on 
two memorable occasions advantage was 
taken of this species of prerogative which 
the duke enjoyed at court to convey to the 
queen remonstrances whieh neither her min- 
isters nor even her children presumed to ad- 
dress to her. : 

Being thus accustomed to have his free say 
with the late queen, whom he had known 
from childhood, and who was the same age 
as himself, it was only natural that he should 
talk openly to the present king, and occasion- 
ally administer to him what he believed nec- 
essary reproofs. He, however, never went 
to the length of the late duke of Northumber- 
land, whose ultra religious views led him on 
one memorable occasion to expostulate with 
the late queen on the excessive worldliness 
of her eldest son. 


‘The recent troubles at Belgrade have 
served to call attention to the fact that Mme, 
Mijatovich, wife of the Servian diplomat who 
for so many years has represented his coun- 
try at the court of St. James, is an American 
woman, having been prior to her marriage 
Miss Elodie Lawton of Boston, Mass. Owing 
to the fact that King Edward has withdrawn 
his ‘envoy, Sir George Bonham, from Bel- 
grade until the new king of Servia disasso- 
ciates himself from the assassins of his pred- 
ecessor on the throne by excluding them from 
the administration and by otherwise punish- 
ing them, the Mijatoviches are temporarily 
prevented from appearing at the English 
court and in official society in London, and I 
hear that they will take advantage of the 
opportunity thus afforded to pay their long 
projected visit to the United States, where 
the name of Mme. Mijatovich is already well 
known as the author of several books and 


numerous magazine articles on Servia. 


It is probable that eré long full fledged dip- 
lomatic relations will be restored between 
the courts of Belgrade and St. James, and 
in that event M. Mijatovich is certain to be 
reappointed as Servian ministér in London, 
as he is persona grata in England and pos- 
sesses a more extensive personal acquaijnt- 
ance with English statesmen and English af- 
fairs than any other of his countrymen. 

There are such a large number of Lady 
Napiers that it is only fair to the others to 
explain that the Lady Napier who has just 
been divorced in London is the wife of Sir 
Archibald Lennox Milliken Napier, the tenth 
holder of a baronetcy created in 1627. Hef 
a soldier by profession, and the unfortunate 
couple have two children, a son, who has 
just come of age, and who is in the army, 
and-a boy of 14. From this it will be’ segn 
that the Lady Napier whose indiscretions 
have been engaging the attention of the di- 
vorce courts has attained an age where she 
might have been expected to have possessed 
better sense than that which she manifested 
throughout the affair. ; 

Besides this Lady Napier, who is a daugh- 
ter of Sir Thomas Fairbairn, and an heiress, 
there isa Lady Napier who isthe wife of Sir 
William Napier, a baronet whose title dates 
from 1867. His mother, Lady Napier, widow 
of the late Sir Joseph Napier, is still alive; 
then there is Lady Napier, the wife of Lord 
Napier of Magdala, son of the field marshal 
of that name, who received his peerage for 
his successful conduct of the Abyssinian 
war of 1867, and his storming of Magdala, the 
principal stronghold of Emperor Theodore. 
Lord Napier is in receipt of an annuity of 
$10,000 a year from the government, which 
will, however, lapse when he dies, having 
been granted to his father for two lives. 

There is also the Lady Napier who is the 
wife of Lord Napier and Ettrick. His is an 
ancient family, which figures repeatedly in 
the pages of Scotch and of English history. 


Lord Napier’s father may be remembered as | 


having been a British envoy at Washington 
during the presidency of Buchanan. 


Inasmuch as the struggles of Prince Alex- 
ander Ypsilanti in the early part of last 
century for the emancipation of Greece from 
Turkish rule excited so much enthusiasm in 
this country that several American towns 
were called after him, and bear his name to 
this day, it may be of interest to state that 
the Greek government taking steps, in 
conjunction with his grandnephews, Prince 
Emmanuel and Theodore Ypsilanti, for the 
transfer of his remains from Vienna to 
Nauplia, in Greece, where already a magnili- 
cent monument has been erected In his honor 
on the scene of one of his most famons vic- 
tories. He was the son of that Constantine 
Ypsilanti who, as Christian Turkish gov- 
ernor of Hospodar of Moldavia and Wala- 
chia, had received from the sultan the 
Turkish title of “‘ prince,’’ which he, however, 
claimed as a descendant of the last Byzan- 
tine emperor at Constantinople. 

Alexander Ypsilanti, although born in Con- 
stantinople,’ entered Russian service, lost 
his right arm at the battle of Kulm, and in 
course of time became a Russian general and 
a favorite member of the czar’s military 
household. When, however, Prince Ypsilanti 
assumed the leadership of the Greek revolt 
against Turkish rule Emperor Alexander I. 
set his face against it, and, being at the mo- 
ment engaged in forming the holy alliance 
against revolutionary doctrines—that holy 
alliance which called into existence the Mon- 
roe doctrine—he could not well approve of a 
revolutionary campaign in Greece. S80 he 
gave orders for the dismissal of the prince 
from the Russian army,'‘deprived him of all 
his honors, and issued a decree of exile 
against him. 

The prince, who left nosons, died at Vienna 
some seventy years ago from the effects of a 
malady contracted during his four years’ 
captivity in an Austrian prison as a revolu- 
tionist, old Prince Metternich holding the 
same views on the subject of revolution as 
Emperor Alexander I., and the prince’s body 
has remained at Vienna ever since.

WOMAN AND HER DAUGHTER 
~ HELD ON MURDER CHARGE. 


Mrs. Warren Thorpe and Pearl McDon- 
ald of Jackson, Mich., Accused of Kill- 
ing Warren Thorpe on June 4. 


Jackson, Mich, July 2.—Mrse. Warren 
Thorpe and her daughter, Pearl McDonald, 
were arrested here today on warrants charg- 
ing them with the murder of the former's 
husband, Warren Thorpe, on his farm, six 
miles from this city, on June 4, and their ex- 
amination began this afternoon.

LITTLE MONEY FOR HUMMEL. 


City Treasurer, Under Existing Condi- 
tions, Will Not Grow Rich from 
His Office, 


On the basis of the May interest on public 
funds, instead of the $60,000 a year enjoyed 
by former City Treasurer Gunther, his suc- 
cessor, City Tre rer Hummel, will have to 
be contented witlhf something less than $9,000 
ayear. Thetotalinterest for May was $8,051, 
of which, under the existing arrangement, 
the city treasurer receives 25 per cent, or 
$2,012. Out of this he must pay for the main- 
tenance of his office, estimated at $15,000 a 
year, or $1,250 a month. This cuts Mr. Hum- 
mel’s compensation for May down to $750.

| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. | 
SHROUD OF CHRIST. ee 


A Curious Book from the French of Paul 
Vignon. 


“THD SHROUD OF CHRIST,” by Paul 
Vignon, translated from the French (E. P. 
Dutton & Co.), is a remarkable book. The 
facts—for there are some facts contained in 
it—are exceedingly curious. The argumenta- 
tion of the learned and ingenious author is 
equally audacious and clever. 
tion in it of the author’s own mental makeup 
is itself an interesting phenomenon. In his 
own estimate of himself he is nothing if not 
scientific. As to his credulity, this is abso- 
lutely invincible. It reminds one of the for- 
the-hour famous “Cardiff giant,”’ which a 
clever rascal somewhere in New York pre- 
tended to have discovered and @ug up as a 
marvelous “ find’’ belonging to a remote and 
strange antiquity. But even after the hoax 
had served its purpose and the author of it 
had confessed it all, a Yale acientist pub- 
lished an elaborate work, as ingenuous in 
its scientific inferences as the fraud had 
been ingenious. 

As to this famous relic, the “ Shroud of 
Christ,"”” it has some undoubted history, as 
well as age long mystery and tradition. 
And now this French doctor of science, Paul 
Vignon, comes forth in this large, elaborat 
and splendidly issued volume, all decorat 
with his scientific regalia and equipped with 
scientific appliances, to prove, contra mur- 
dum, the main proposition. As we have said, 
the whole thing is highly interesting. 

On May 1, 1898, an exhibition of sacred art 
was opened at Turin, when the government 
of King Humbert authorized the public dis- 
play of a precious relic, which had belonged 
to the royal house of Savoy since the middle 
of the fifteenth century. This relic—a large 
piece of linen cloth—was kept rolled up 
within a metal casket, secured by many 
locks, and was said to be the shroud of Christ. 
This sacred relic had been shown to the pub- 
lic only six. times during the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 

This piece of linen cloth Is said to have 
been known historically in the east since 
1353. It had been handed down by its suc- 
cessive owners as having been the actual 
shroud of Christ, used when the disciples 
took him down from the cross. The brown 
stains visible on it were said'to be the actual 
impressions left by the dy. In 1898 the 
holy shroud was photographed. The work- 
ings on it were found to have the character- 
istics of a photographic negative, in that, 
on the photographic plate, which reverses 
the Hghts and shades, a positive portrait 
is revealed. Here is where the‘ photo- 
graphic evidence ’’ comes in; for if the im- 
pressions on the shroud are of the nature of 
photographic negatives, could any artist 
of the fourteenth century have been ac- 
quainted with the methods of photography? 

But what if it should be scientifically as- 
certained that similar impressions are capa- 
ble of being naturally, even unintentionally, 
produced by certain combinations of chemi- 
cal substances and vapors? 

Here is the author's conclusion of the 
whole matter: 

“Tt was necessary to find a substance 


‘capable of producing impressions which 


should resemble in appearance those on 
the cloth at Turin. Aloes gives us the im- 
It was necessary that the chem- 
ical action should have a physiological 
cause, and it fs to the emanation of vapor 
from an organic body that the aloes owes 
its discoloration. 

' “ While keeping within the physical con- 
ditions of the experiment made with zinc, 
we have not yet crossed the limit which di- 
vides theory from practice. Weattribute the 
impressions on the shroud, therefore, to di- 
rect chemical action, spontaneously and ever 
necessarily produced under conditions which 
can be clearly defined.”’ 

“We now know what name to give to 
these impressions, if any one seeks to coin 
a new word. They are vaporographic 
prints.”’ 

The author believes that he has proved 
scientifically that the portrait on the cloth 
could not have been produced by fhe “ per- 
verted ingenuity of a forger.’’ ‘“ Since the 
impression is neither a painting executed in 
negative, nor an ordinary painting trans- 
formed by chemical action, then it must 
be recognized that the figures on the holy 
shroud are in no sense the work of man.” 
Though, as he declares, he is still open 
to conviction, the author holds to his 
* proved ”’ affirmative that “the impres- 
sions shown on the holy shroud have been 
gpontaneouly produced.” 

At any rate, one is' compelled to admire 
the extraordinary assiduity with which the 
author has pursued his scientific experi- 
mentation—even if the conclusion he jumps 
to, across a good many intervening centu- 
ries, is another illustration of the saying 
that there has never been a notion so absurd 
oo some philosopher or other has not been 

ound ready to stake his all on the affirma- 
tion of it. 


FUTURE LIFE IN MARS, 
A Curious Book and Written in a Charm- 
ing Manner. 


Is “ The CERTAINTY OF THE FUTURE 
LIFE,"’ by Bradford Torrey Dodd, edited by 
L. P. Gratacap, and published by Bren- 
tanos, made up of posthumous papers? These 
papers were written in New Zealand, when 
the author, in company with his father, an 
American of great wealth, had spent a num- 
ber of years conducting astronomical and 
other scientific and speculative studies. The 
intimacy of the relations between father and 
son were quite unique, in a way most idyllic. 

After the death of the idolized mother they 
had wandered away from their home on 
the Hudson, henceforth counting the unil- 
verse itself their home. It is a strange 
story, exquisitely told; dramatic and dreary; 
all blended with scientific studies and ex- 
perimentation,:-mixed with bits of romance, 
heightened into wonder by what appears to 
have been most sincerely believed as to com- 
munications through wireless telegraphy 
sent by the father from the planet Mars. 

If the attempted descriptions by the father, 
in his new home in Mars, of the character- 
istics, life, and customs of the Martians 
seem arid and tame after all, the story 
of it as told by the son abounds in illumi- 
nating taints as to some quite human and 
mundane things. The author protests that 
he is no spiritualist. Apparently he takes 
himself seriously. The reader may or may 
not do so. 


STORY OF A GRAIN OF WHEAT. 
Written by Mr. Edgar, Quite in the News- 
paper Style. 

“THE STORY OF A GRAIN OF WHEAT,” 
by William C. Edgar, the editor of the 
Northwestern Miller, is a valuable little book, 
dealing with the history of wheat and of 
milling and breadmaking. The aythor has 
felt a keen interest In his subject, and has 
written without thought of weariness. It, 
therefore, goes without saying that neither 
is the reader wearied, but follows reference, 
statistics, history, and observation with alert 
interest. Millers will, in particular, find the 


work interesting. The book has about it the 


spirit and quality of an excellent special ar- 
ticle for the Sunday edition of a daily paper. 
Mr. Edgar's style is that of a newspaper man, 
This is intended as a compliment, though Mr. 
Edgar may not consider it such, for he refers 
to “the daily newspapers, those fruitful 
sources of popular misinformation,’’ and 
speaks of the “ imaginations of those whose 
duty and pleasure it Is to prepare the choice 
literature which appears in the American 
Sunday newspapers.’ a 

Passing by this easy satire on the part of 
a colaborer in journalism, one must, never- 
theless, compliment Mr. Edgar upon the di- 
rect, interested, anecdotal, statistical, va- 
ried, and shallow character of his work, 
which is quite the ideal newspaper style, and 
intended for attractive ephemera, but fn no 
fine sense literature. It is a pity that one 
who understands so well, and exemplifies so 
excellently the newspaper style, should so 
a it.

FIRST FATALITY RECORDED 
ON AMERICAN CUP YACHT. 


Columbia Loses Sailor in Trial Race Off 
Newport—Constitution Disabled by 
Broken Gaff. 


Newport, R. I., July 2.—[Special.J—The 
first fatality in the America cup contest on 
this side was recorded today, when Carl B. 
Olson, a sallor on the yacht Columbia, was 
drowned.. A twenty mile breeze was blow- 
ing when the race began, and the three cup 
defenders encountered the heaviest sea of 
the year. Olson was on Columbia’s bow- 
sprit, when the yacht pitched into a big 
wave, and he was washed from his perch. 

As he went down he caught the bobstay 
and clung for a moment. Again the yacht 
plunged into a sea, and the long forward 
overhang crushed Olson beneath the sur- 
face. He did not appear again. 

Columbia at once withdrew from the race. 
Constitution also suffered from the htavy 
weather, and withdrew disabled. The jaws 
of its gaff broke, and the big steel buckle 
tearing the splendid new mainsail in several 
great rents and’rendering it worthless. On 
account of these mishaps the Newport series 
of.trial races will not be completed, and no 
further matches of the cup defenders will 
be had until the New York Yacht club 
cruise. 

Reliance’ received a severe buffeting, and 
when it reached its moorings it had a dent 
five feet across in the bronze plating, close 
to the water line, on the port bow. It made 
a splendid showing, however, although the 
wind was so strong that the yachts could 
not carry even working topsails. Reliance 
made the fastest time over ten miles ever 
recorded, the third leg being covered in 
47:10. The rigging and spars stood the test 
without a break of any kind. Reliance’s 
time for the entire course was 2:59:20.

BEARS SELL MARKET DOWN ON 
KANSAS MOVEMENT. 


Expectation Is That Hundred Million 
Bashel Crop in the Sunflower State 
will Foree Further Decline—More 
Relief for Northwest Drought—Corn 
Firm on Small Crop Theories De- 
spite Fine Weather—Oats Hold Well 
—Small Gains in Protisions. 


Nothing developed in yesterday's market 
to prevent some further decline in wheat val- 
ves, closing-prices, which were at the lowest 
point of the day, showing losses of Séc to lc. 
The September range was from 75\¢c to 74%c, 
the close at the latter figure, a loss of %c. 
Continued rains in the northwest, bringing 
apparently adequate relief for the time being 
even to the distyicts which suffered most from 
drought and continued weakness at St. Louis, 
which market lost lc to 1%c, were the de- 
pressing factors. 

The opening was 4c lower than the regular 
close Wednesday at 75¢ and at that figure 
there was a good demand, in part by shorts, 
in part by traders who believed that, regard- 
less of the merits of the situation, there 
should be a fair rally after a headlong break 
of nearly 6c, and in part by investors who 
believe the recent advance was not all on 
the northwestern drought nor the strength at 
St. Louis, who believe that wheat is at least 
worth the money. They were able to se- 


cure an advance of \%c from the opening® 


and to keep September above the 75c’mark 
most of the session, but in the last half hour 
there was a break through that price fol- 
lowing weakness at St Louis, which lost lo 
to 

Among scattered holders who had not liqul- 
dated before there was a feeling of distrust 
over the collapse of the St. Louis deal, which 
could not be removed by assurances from 
that market that there would be no more 
failures, and that the wheat which some in- 
terests had to drop because of financial em- 
barrassments had gone into strong hands. 
The fine weather for harvest in the south- 
west, and the reports that Kansas would 
have a crop of 100,000,000 bu to market, en- 


couraged a growing bearish feeling among - 


speculators and led to a good deal of short 
selling. 
Help Kansas Farmers Sell. 
eThere is @ belief that the Kansas crop will 
be pressed for market, that it is so large 
tt will offset the deficiencies In the red win- 
ter belt, and that, without a more active 
export demand than has developed so far, 
prices must seek a lower level. There has 
not yet been any pressure of actual wheat 
on the market, but speculators expect it to 
‘tome and propose to help the farmer sell it. 
_ There Was no question there were good 
rains in the northwest, and the Red river 
vglley has had its share of the precipitation. 
It was still possible to get all sorts of crop 
news and theories from that quarter—some 
claims that a full crop is now assured and 
others that the yield in the valley is bound 
to be shart with the best of conditions 
henceforth, The movement keeps light, 230 
cars northwest, to 320 the year before, and 
303 bu at primary points, compared with 268 
a year ago.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE. | 


So good an authority as the London Statist 
estimates the European wheat crop at 160,- 
000,000 bu less this year than in 1902. Ina 
recent issue it says: ‘‘ At the present mo- 
ment, for the first time on record, the quan- 
tity of wheat afloat for the continent exceeds 


that to the united kingdom. The unprece- ‘ 


dented demand for Germany, Belgium, Italy, 
and France is one of the features of the pres- 
ent season, another feature being the ex- 
traordinary demand from Australia, Asia, 
China, etc., which will amount this season to 
65,000,000 bu, whereas a few years ago 30,000,- 
000 was sufficient. The French official report 
states that the promise for this season is far 
worse than for last year, and it is to be feared 
that France may have to import largely next 
season. It is, in fact, suggested that France 
will have to import 50,000,000, which is the 
largest amount since 1896. The German 
prospect is by no means so favorable as last 
year, and the same may be eaid of Austria, 
Hungary, Italy, and Spain. In Russia last 
year’s wheat crop was a record one. The 
conditions this year have been unfavorable, 
and it is practically certain that the yield 
will be considerably less than last year. 
From present indications the Buropean crop 
is likely to be at best 160,000,000 bu less than 
last year, whith will account for the bril- 
Mant prospects in America not depressing 
the market. Notwithstanding the world’s 
large production last year, the requirements, 
as we have shown, have been so great that 
the world’s visible is only about 16,000 bu 
larger than the smallest on record, May 1 
last, and 75,000,000 bu smaller than the great- 
est at the corresponding date in 1894, the 
record for large stocks.”’ ‘ 


With the spring wheat crop in the north- 
west saved for the time being, speculators 
were inclined to turn their attention to the 
bumper yield which is now expected from 
Kansas, some estimates putting the crop at 
100,000,000 bu or better. A feeling obtains 
that this wheat will, be seeking a market rap- 
idly and that with the export situation as it 
is the Kansas wheat alone wil! force lower 
prices, on which assumption the talent is 
selling wheat short. To what extent the 
Kansas yield will offset the shortage in the 
red winter wheat belt remains to be seen. 
The Kansas crop will not all come to the 
market at once, although the reports from 
Kansas City yesterday were that the country 
is beginning to gell freely and that a liberal 
movement is expected by next week. From 
the clamor which is being sent up by the 
Kansas press for harvest hands it may be as- 
sumed that a good share of the crop will be 
stacked and not thrashed tmmediately. 
Millers will need some of it. 


r Of crop conditions in the spring wheat 


country and elsewhere the Northwestern 
Miller says: ‘“ Special inquiry by the North- 
western Miller of a hundred millers in the 
northwest as to the condition of the spring 
wheat crop elicits the reply that while there 
has been deterioration and moisture still 
needed in parts—the Red river valle pe- 
cially—the rain which has fallen this Wweek 
will do an immense amount of good and an 
average crop is a probability. Cutting and 
thrashing are in progress in southern Kan- 
sas, southern Wisconsin, Illinois, Tennessee, 
ete. The gain in quality is marked, though 
the yleld will be less than last year’s. Re- 
ports as to the Kansas crop are promising, 
and 80,000,000 bu are looked for. Oklahoma 
is expected to produce 40,000,000 bu of splen- 
did quality. In the Ohio valley there is no 
sign of improvement in conditions.: Ken- 
tucky will average up fairly well, also Ohio, 
but the Indiana crop will probably be 15,000,- 
000 bu short of last year’s yield.’”’ 


A well infurmed grain man at Topeka, Kas., 


writes Harris-Gates on the corn prospect in | 


that state: ‘‘The corn crop is not sufficient- 


ly advanced to make an estimate that would 
be of value. The season was late, and inthe 
eastern half of the state of Kansas corn was 
late in being planted, and this is also true of 
the southern and western parts, yet the south 
and western parts are greatly in advance of 
the eastern part. The nights have been too 
cold for the corn to grow and advance rap- 
idly, but the last few days have been ideal 
weather for corn growth, and there are many 
predictions of a large crop. What I have 
said about Kansas is also largely true of 
Oklahoma. The oats crop is the largest in 
the history of this country.”’ 

It was still possible to get all kinds of news 
and theories from the northwest in regard to 
crop conditions. A Grand ,Forks (N. D.) 
message said: ‘‘Two hours’ more rain to. 
day and crop damage overestimated.” A 
message from Thompson, N. D., to Lindman 
said: *‘ Light rains here. They insure a 
light crop.'’ Woodworth wired McReynolds 
from Minneapolis: “Section of country 
from Fargo to Grafton will not raise over 
half a crop, with good rains. Damage al- 
ready done. This from elevator lme super- 
intendent.’’ 


The Cincinnati Price Current. says: 
“ Weather favorable for harvest, for growth 
and cultivation. Continued disappointing 
wheat harvest returns from Ohio valley‘and 
Missouri. Heads filled poorly, elsewhere fa- 
vorable. Corn and oats improving. Corn 
crop position admits of 2,000,000,000 or more 
under absence of adverse conditions here- 
after. Wheat crop 725,000,000 bu or more. 
World’s wheat production probably equal to 
last year’s high record. Packing, 455,000, 
against 895,000 last year.’’ 


Prices of wheat in Kansas City are going 
down almost as fast as in the Chicago mar- 
ket, but not quite, the September there clos- 
ing at 65%c sellers, or 9c under Chicago Sep- 
tember, compared with a discount of 10c a 
few days ago. The freight rate from Kansas 
City to Chicago is 14c per 100, or about 8.4c 
per bu. As the Kansas No. 2 hard wheat is 
only deliverable at a penalty of 5c per bu the 
difference between the two markets will have 
to widen about 4c to get to a shipping basis. 


New No. 2 red wheat was offered by Toledo 
yesterday for shipment by July 20 at 78¢ c. f. 
f. Buffalo, equal to 2%c over Chicago July. 
It was said here that the best Chicago could 
offer would be 3c over July, so that the Toledo 
people would put Chicago out of business on 
that grade.

WESTERN TRUST AND SAVINGS 

BEGINS BUSINESS TODAY. 
With a Capital of $1,000,000 and a New 
‘List of Officers It Succeeds Western 
State Bank—Joseph E. Otis Becomes 
President — Other Changes — Net 
Earnings of Pennsylvania Railroad 
for May Show Deerease—Bank Fig- 
ures Are Uncertain. 


The Western Trust and Savings bank be- 
comes the successor in business today of 
the Western State bank, and with a capital 
of $1,000,000 and a new list of officers expects 
to begin an enlarged banking career. 


son & Co. purchased, through private sales, 

a controlling interest in the stock of the 
Western State bank, which had a capital of 
$500,000. At the suggestion of this interest 
the stockholders increased the capital to 
$1,000,000 last month and took out a charter 
for the Western Trust and Savings bank 
with enlarged banking powers. On July 1 
the stock of the Western State was ex- 
changed for that of the Western Trust, and 
today the institution, under a new name 
and management will begin business. 

Joseph E. Otis of Otis, Wilson & Co., 
brought about the purchase of the Western 
State because of a belief that a relatively 
small and growing institution in La Salle 
street could be developed into a large bank. 
The Western State was selected because its 
stock was held at a moderate price of 120. 
The Otis Interests a year ago started the 
Chicago Savings bank in Btate street, which 
has proved a successful venture. 

It was at first proposed that Mr. Otis 
should begin as vice president of the West- 
ern Trust and Savings, occupying that ca- 
pacity until the end of what would have been 
the old Western State’s fiscal year. But 
with the completion of the merging of the 
old into the new institution Mr. Otis has 
been elected president and the board of di- 
rectors enlarged to seventeen members.

Increase in Cost of Materials. 

It is estimated by the Wall Street Journal 
that in the last five or six years the cost of 
railroad material has advanced 40 per cent. 
On this subject the paper says: 

‘* Few people, perhaps, appreciate the ex- 
tent of the advanée in the cost of railroad 
material. We ard able to throw a little 
light on this subject, thanks to carefully 
prepared statistics dealing with the articles 
entering into a railroad’s supplies. These 
articles are fifteen in number, ranging from 
alr brakes to white lead. Taking the year 
1897 as a starting point, and the aggregate 
of money paid In that year for the supplies 
consumed as 100, it appears that in 1902 the 
same quantity of the same articles would 
have cost 133.42, and-in 1908 they would 
have cost 140.90. Between 1897 and 1902 
the incréase in cost averaged 33.42 per cent, 
and between 1902 and 1903 it averaged 5.61 
percent. The net result was an increase 
of 40 per cent in cost as between 1897 and 
1908. 

‘It should be remembered that/this does 
not include fuel on locomotives, which in 
the same period has risen probably SO per 
cent. Nor are wages included. As bearing 
upon the latter item there is also to be con- 
sidered the decreased efficiency of labor 
arising from the fact that increased busi- 
ness has involved the employment of new 
and inexperienced men, besides the fact that 
in prosperous times the efficiency of the in- 
dividual is relatively less than in other 
times.”’ |

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


FEWER RECEIVERSHIPS THAN 
EVER IN HISTORY. 


Only Five Little Lines Have Become 
Insolvent So Far This Year and 
They Never Had Proved Their Right 
to Exist as Paying Properties—Mile- 
age Scheme Defeated and a General 
Rate War May Be the Result—Other 
Affairs of the Track. 


r this year there have been fewer rail- 
way freceiverships than ever in the history 
of American railroads. No railway com- 
pany in me country operating so much as 
thirty mil of road has become insolvent, 
and the five little lines of from four to twen- 
ty-eight miles which have failed to meet 
their interest obligations during the last six 
months had never demonstrated their right 
or ability to exist. 

The whole record of receiverships from Jan, 
1 to June 30, 1903, as compiled by the Rail- 
way Age, is comprised in the following table:

None of these roads can attribute its em- 
barrassment to conditions affecting railways 
in general. 

The crop of roads awaiting foreclosure has 
nearly run’out. The records of the Railway

The sale of the Chicago and 
Southeastern removes a. picturesque insti- 
tution from the bankruptcy courts, in which 
it has figured under various names for the 
last twenty-five years.

SUSPECT “BANKING” FIRMS 
OF CONDUCTING A LOTTERY. 


Police Secure Evidence Against Two La 
Salle Street Concerns—President of 
One Is Held to the Grand Jury. 


The methods of the Louisiana Trust Bank- 
ing company and of the Manhattan BHx- 
change bank, 150 La Salle street, are to un- 
dergo a thorough investigation. L. A. Gour- 
dain, president of the bank, was held to the 
grand jury yesterday ‘in the Harrison street 
police court on the charge of selling lot- 
tery tickets, and ‘‘ Capt.” John Dalton Is 
awatfting a hearing in the police court on 
a similar charge. 

Detectives Kane and Mullen say they have 
secured evidence showing that the officers 
of the Louisiana Trust Banking company 
have supplied their patrons with “* tickets,” 
through the express company, in parcels 
supposed to contain patent medicines. The 
bundles of tickets, the police say, are turned 
over to a druggist, whose name is withheld, 
and he in turn sends them to express com- 
panies for delivery.’ 

In appearance the coupons or tickets re-. 
semble the old Louisiana lottery tickets, ex- 
cept that no mention is made of drawing 
or a lottery. They read as follows: 

* This certifies that Mr. —— has paid 61 for 
which the undersigned gives the option to 
| purchase for $50, within sixty days from 
date, a one-twentieth interest of the Capital 
oil lands, as per plat thereof recorded in the 
parish of Vermillion, in the state of Louis- 
iana, and it-is stipulated that the $1 paid 
for this option shall be considered as a part 
of the purchase price for a one-twentieth 
interest in said lot in the event of the exer- 
ae of this option. L. A. Gourdain, pres- 
ident.”’ 

The office and equipment of the Manhat- 
tan Exchange bank is not suggestive of 
great banking business, although the police 
say the proprietor has been reaping a har- 
vest of about $2,000 a week for several 
months. 

‘ Where are the drawings held?” Gourdian 
was asked. 

“ The coupon doesn’t say drawings are 
heid at all,”’ he answered. “It is up to the 
police to prove that I have been selling lot- 
tery tickets. A drawing has to be proved. I 
claim that my business is as legitimate as 
or D. Rockefeller’s or that on the board of 
trade."’ 


FIREBOAT SAVES BIG DREDGE. 


Illinois Comes to Resewte of Six Tugsand 
Prevents Damaged Machine 
from Sinking. 


The fireboat Illinois was called into service 
yesterday to help six tugs keep a monster 
dredge afloat while divers patched the leak- 
ing hull of the 2,000 ton machine. 

The dredge menacing the river’s commerce 
was No. 2 of the Chicago and Great Lekes’ 
fleet. It was working at Washington street 
when its hull came in collisiom with some old 
cofferdam work near the tunnel. Two planks 
were burst through, and an inrush of water 
carried the dredge into midstream, where it 
began sinking.

COURT CONTEST. 


Republican CommitteeThrows | 
Cold Water on Proposed 
Carter-Seott Recount. 


BALKS AT THE EXPENSE. 


Judges Delay Making Their Ree- 
ommendations for Offices 
Until Next Monday. 


Cold water was thrown on the plan to 
tontest the recent ‘election in the Fourth 


Bupreme court district by the executive com-. 


mittee of the republican state committee yes- 
terday. While the application of the party 
leaders in the district for the ald of the com- 
mittee in making a contest was not abso- 
lutely refused, it was decided better grounds 
than those presented would have to be shown 


. before the committee could take hold of the 


Matter. 

When the committee met at the Great 
Northern hotel, Representative Chiperfield 
of Canton presented the case of the adher- 
ents of Judge Carter, who claimed that a 
recount of the votes in the district would 
show that he and not Guy Scott of Aledo 
had been elected. Scott's majority in the 
district was only 40. 

When pressed for reasons, however, Chip- 
erfield could only give general ones, say- 
Ing the vote in two republican counties had 
not been as large as it was expected to be, 
and the result im Adams county had not 
come up to the expectations of the repub- 
lican managers. 


Balk at the Expense. 

The thing which made the committee hesi- 
tate about entering into the dispute was the 
discovery that it was expected to foot the 
bills. Inquiry as to how much it would cost 
to prosecute a contest of this sort brought 
various estimates, some being as high as 
$25,000. This staggered many members of 
the committee, who wish to keep what cash 
is on hand to aid in the renomination of Gov. 
Yates or similar patriotic purposes. 

It was decided that the republicans in the 
district should start an investigation on their 
pwn account, and if it could be shown that 
Judge Carter had been elected the state com- 
mittee would take a hand in the proceedings. 

Representative Chiperfield said after the 
mneeting that the republicans felt sure enough 
of the result of a recount to begin proceed- 
ings, and a contest probably will be started. . 


Consider New Court Methods. 


At the meeting of the judges of the Circuit

The judge, when he is through with 
one case, is at once to notify the clerk that 
he is ready for another, and the clerk imme- 
diately is to assign the next one on the list.

At 3 p. m. the judges of both courts will meet 
tc make recommendations for the vacant 
offices.

SCHUMACHER AS TUTOR, 


SCHINTZ. 


Blue Island Avenue Banker Whose 
Operations Have Caused So Much 
Suffering Is Declared to Have Con- 
fided Methods to the Other Banker, 

Who Later Served Term in Peniten- 

' tiary for His Operations — More 

Money for Aged and Blind Victim, 


“Charles Schumacher was the man who 
taught Theodore Schintz his methods,”’ was 
the statement made yesterday by a mer- 
chant whose place of business is near Blue 
Isiand avenue and Twelfth street and who 
for many years was a personal friend of C. 
C. Schumacher, the late Blue Island avenue 
banker. 

‘Until Schumacher died and his affairs 
were found to have been so badly misman- 
aged I did not know this, although [had sus- 
pected it. Up to the time Schintz was ar- 
rested he and Schumacher had been prac- 
tically partners in the loan and real estate 
business, although Schintz never figured as 
other than Schumacher’s lawyer. 

“Schintz was not as clever as the man 
who taught him his methods and he was 
caught and convicted. While the Schintz in- 
vestigation was in progress many of the peo- 
ple who had been doing business with Schu- 
macher became alarmed and sought an in- 
vestigation. Schumacher’s reputation for 
honesty, however, saved him from a crash.” 

A rumor that Schumacher’s death was 
caused by himself is emphatically denied by 
his physician, Dr. Gustave Bachelle. Dr. 
Bachelle insists that the banker’s death was 
caused by pneumonia. |
